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Memorandum 


It is easy to make mistakes in the founding of a new herd or even in the 
effort to improve one already established. We can think of several we have 
made ourselves. The pitfalls are far fewer, however, if advantage is taken 
of the experience of others who have had a fair measure of success. To those 
of you who may be contemplating the purchase of a new herd bull, we suggest, 
first of all, that you visit the farm of some man who has been using one from 
the same source which you contemplate patronizing.
